licnlar Letter Sent to Conntjr Superintend- 


ent! by Dr. Schaeffer. 


Superintendent of Pabliclnstruction 
chaeffer has sent out to county school 
uperintendents a circular letter call- 
ig their attention to the act passed by 
he recent legislature appropriating 


iO.OOO for the purpose of establishing 


township high schools. In addition to 


lis special appropriation each town- 
lip is entitled to about S50 for each 
£acher regularly employed in such 


iwnship high schools. 
In comment- 


ng upon the requirements of the town- 
hip high school act Dr. SehaefEer says: 


'A high school which can employ 


ut one teacher should not attempt 


more than the first two years of the 
ourse and should be content to rank 
s a high school of the third class un- 
I its teaching iorce and other facilities 
an be increased. 
By giving five half- 


our periods to recitations by each 
ass in a high school of the third 
rade, the teacher will still have an 
our at his disposal for recesses, re- 
ews, mnaie and other exercises not 
pecified in the foregoing curriculum, 
hus time can be found for instruction 
n physiology and hygiene or in any 
;her branch required by local needs, 
it is deemed advisable, the recitation 


eriods can be lengthened by reducing 
ic weekly number of recitations in 
lathematics or history or science from 
va to four. 
Elocutionary exercises 


an be given in connection with the 
tudy of the English classics. 
The 


ature and formation ol soils can be 
aught in connection with physical 
eography. If one of the more diffi- 
ult of the recent text-books on physic- 
geography is adopted, it may be wiie 
postpone this study to the last year 
the high school and to begin with 
e elements of one of the other seien- 


es. 
Any science may be studied in 


wo ways, in its elements, making 


suitable discipline for pupils in 


econdary schools,and by the advanced 
ethods of the college and university, 
akmg the subject too difficult for the 
igh school. A good teacher can begin 
ith any science and communicate 
nowledge which will serve as proper 
ental aliment for the first year in a 
iigh school. 


For the vast majority of those tvlio 


ttend rural schools the high school 
ill be a finishing school. The high 
ehool must not ignore their needs or 
eglect their preparation for subse- 
nent life. On the other hand, many 


the best students at our colleges 


nd 
universities come 
from rural 


hools. On the farm there is nothing 
' valuable as mind. 
The farmer's 


«s and daughters should have an op- 
ortanity to make the most of the 
alents by which they have been en- 
owed. 
Hence it would be a fatal

ROGRESSIVE E U C H R E . 


Law" 
Argneg That This Popular Pastime 


Is Gambling, Fare and Simple- 


Mr. Schell's Deduction 


Some six years ago Hon. William P. 
chell published in one of the Bedford 
apers an article on gambling in which 
e claimed, and proved by reference to 
he decisions of many courts in nearly 
11 the states, that progressive euchre 
s gambling, pure and simple. 


His deduction from these decisions 
'as as follows, to wit: 
"From what has'been already stated, 


t must be apparent to every rational 
mind that every game of chance, with 
arde, dice, or otherwise, is gaming. 


The essential element, which, in law, 


istinguishes between the unlawful 
sine and the innocent game, is the 
bance. 


'In every game in which there is a 


hance, a bet, a wager and a stake, 
owever small the value thereof, even 
hough it be only of the value of a 
iekel, it is absolutely and essentially 
ambling, under the laws of the state, 


& much so as if the value of the stake 
ere £500 
"Tlicre'isno escape from this fact 
To 


urther illustrate: A game of inno- 
ent amusement consists only of two 
lements—(l)the parties—(2) the suc- 
ess or defeat of one or the other, 
'here are no bets, no wagers, no 
takes and no chance, nothing won or 
ost. 


"On the other hand, the gambling 
lay has in addition to the above two 
lements in an innocent game, (1) the 
et, the wager, (2) the chance, (3) the 
am or loss of a thing of value. 
"Now test the fashionable game of 
regressive euchre, or other games of 
iance, by the same rule. In this game 
lere is— 


'1. A stake—no matter how small 


he value thereof (that is entirely im- 
material in determining the offence) it 
may be a silver buckle, napkin ring, a 


ook, an umbrella, a ring or a toy, £c. 
nd it makes no difference whether 
ie stakes are bought by one or many, 
liey are still stakes. Neither does it 
matter what the game may be called. 


A bet or wager on the result of 


ame. 
"3. The chance who shall win or lose 
thing of value. 
'These are the essential elements of 
he game, which make it gambling, 
ure and simple. 
'•The same test will show conclusively 
hat the custom of selling tickets, 
vhich are to draw prizes for money, 
oods, merchandise, candy, cakes, or 
ny other thing (no matter hotv small 
he value thereof) at fairs,meetings and 
ssociations of whatever kind, whether 
hureh, agricultural or social, is gam- 
ling, under the law, and is prohibited 
nder severe penalties. Therefore all 
ueh prize fairs should be abandoned. 


'•It should have been already stated 
iat it is very likely that a large ma- 
ority of the people who engage in 
hese unlawful games have no thought 
f violating either the Divine or the 
tate laws and in aiding in the general 
emoralization of society. Yet such is 
lie inevitable result of their action, 
i'liey all stand before thelaw as guilty 
if gambling. 
And they escape the 


icnalties imposed by the law only be- 
muse the officers of the law are asleep 
in their posts. It may not always be 


iO. Ignorance of the law excuseth no 
me. 


"Itis very probable that the people of 


ihe world, who love its pleasures, may 
continue to join in these unlawful and 
demoralizing games. But not so with 
,he members of the church. They are 
expected, once and forever, to renounce 


hem. 
If they fail to do this, they will 


be in conformity with the world, and 
will be judged accordingly. Their ex- 
ample will be for evil. Their respon- 
.ibihty will be great. They had light— 
but it has become darkness. 


Mr. Schell's declaration that the 


players of progressive euchre "escape 
ihe penalties imposed by the law, only 
because the officers of the law are 
asleep on their posts; it may not al- 
•vays be so" were almost prophetic 


The following extract from the Pies- 


tytcriun will speak for itself: 


Progressive euchre, a form of gambling, 


s receiving the attention of the courts as 
\\ell as of Christian publicists. Its damag- 
ug influence is coming more and more into 
notice and awakening protest. 
We are 


glad to see that the judiciary is recognu- 
:ug the growing evil and msisitmg that 
egal action must be taken for its suppres- 
sion. For instance, Judge A. W. Fue, in 
charging the grand jury at Thomasville, 
3a., instructed it to indict all progressive 
euchre players, saying "lam aware that 
Drogressive euchre playing is very popular 
m society circles, and is played in the houses 
of some of the most prominent citizens, and 
by some of the most estimable ladies of 
your acquaintance, but that does not ex- 
cuse it. The law specifies that whenever 
playing cards is indulged in for a consider- 
ation, whether it be money or prizes of in- 
trinsic value, the same is gambling, illegal 
aiid punishable with as little mercy as thai 
extended to the most hardened criminals 
1 am aware that it is asking a good deal o! 
you, gentlemen, to take this matter under 
consideration, but you must do so in order 
faithfully to discharge your oaths as ]ur 
ors " If all our judges would bravely take 
this stand, and if a Christian public woul( 
sustain them in it, the days of this popular 
but vicious kind of amusement in the home 
aud in society would soon be numbered.

Penalty For Trespassing. 


An act approved July 9 provides that 


any person "trespassing on any culti- 
vated lands for the purpose of hunting 
and trapping, aad taking therefrom 
any game birds or game animals, after 
public notice by the owner, lessee or 
occupant thereof, such notice to be 
posted on and adjacent to such culti 
vated lands, shall be guilty of wilful 
trespass, and in addition to the dam- 
ages recoverable by Ian1 shall be liable 
to the owner, lessee or occupant in a 
penalty not exceeding Si for each of- 
fense." The penalty is recoverable be- 
fore a justice of the peace or alderman 
and one-half is payable to the school 
district. 
Oa non-payment, the tres- 


passer may be imprisoned for a period 
not exceeding three mouths. The de- 
fendant may appeal to the court ol 
quarter sessions, on giving bail, and 
have the case tried by the court.

COUNTY CONVENTION. 


By direction of the Democratic eoun. 


ty committee, a Democratic county 
convention is hereby called to meet in 
the court house in Bedford on Tues- 
day, the 20th day of August, at one 
o'clock p. m., to place in nomination a 
county ticket and for such other pur- 
poses as may be properly before the con- 
vention, under rules of the party.

Thereupon 
they put up the rates and force the 
people to remain at home. Every 
where, the world over, low passenger 
rates mean profits and high rates 
mean loss. The railroads charge S'33 
to carry a 150-pound man from Kansas 
City to New York. 
The man takes 


care of himself. He gets on the train, 
feeds himself and unloads himself at 
his destination. 
And the company 


charges him S25 for a seat. That same 
company will carry a 300-pound bog 
from Kansas City to New York for 
82.50, or less. It will load the hog on 
the car, feed and water him for a week 
or more en-route and unload him in 
New York. The hog is a constan' 
care. Pound for pound, the man pays 
twenty times as much as the hog. As 
a result of this railroad folly the com 
pany carries so few men that it loses 
money on its passenger business, anc 
so many hogs that it makes money on 
its freight business."

HOME CONVENIENCES, 


Many IntoreallnK Displays In the Manufac- 


tures Building. 


BUFFALO, N. Y., August 13.—In the 


sou.tb.west section of the manufactures 
and liberal arts building I ran across a 
booth containing nickel urns, chafing 
dishes, flve o'clock teas, tea and coffee 
urns, water coolers and steam warmers, 
witb about a thousand otber tilings. A 
new coffee extractor attracts consider- 
able attention here that is designed 
for use on the table. It is handsome as an 
ornament, convenient in sizs and capa- 
ble of extracting the last vestige of 
aroma that is contained in the coffee 
bean. 
Coffee distilled, strained and 


turned into your cup, with just the 
proper allowance of cream and sugar, 
by the woman of your choice, my friend, 
leads you gently to tbe mystical gates 
that have for the moment been care- 
lessly left ajar by the guardian angel. 
To those who have been initiated into 
the mysteries of the beverage that 
"comforteth the heart and aideth di- 
gestion" when properly and thoroughly 
prepared this invention will appeal in 
the strongest terms. 


Accompanying this is a quaint old- 


fashioned flagon that holds the alcohol 
used to feed the coffee lamp. 
This 


flagon was designed apparently several 
thousand years ago, but it looks as 
bright to-day as it did in the days of 
King Solomon. There is, however, an 
attachment for keeping the air out of 
it that King Sjlonnn and his advisers 
never dreamed of. 


For those who drink their coffee 


early in the morning a candlestick is 
designed to accompany the coffee urn 
and the alcohol flagon which fully 
equals in design any old-fashioned 
article in the exposition. 


Artistic table furnishings add so 


much to the attractiveness of a table 
and the flavor of what wa eat and drink 
that it is a wonder they are not re- 
ceived with greater favor by people 
generally. Our tables are usually load- 
ed down with commonplace articles 
that are possibly as useful as some of 
the more artistic ones and probably 
easier kept in order, but there is an 
element of refinement accompanying 
such artistic designs for table decora- 
tion that is more valuable in an esthetic 
sense than mere utility. 


Turning from hot to cold, we cross 


the aisle to examine an exhibit of re- 
frigerators. It is one of our oddities to 
want 
frozen 
puddings and 
other 


ices with our boiling hot coffee; for 
that reason an ice box is usually a 
near neighbor to the kitchen range. 
In this exhibit we again find utility 
pleasantly as well as elaborately deco- 
rated. 


The box itself is a model of sanita- 


tion, being built of tiles with metal 
trimmings, leaving very slight lodg- 
ment for germs or other enemies of 
our internal economy. We are all gen- 
erally 
familiar 
with the ordinary 


kitchen ice box, but a white porcelain 
ornament guaranteed to conserve one 
hundred and fifty pounds of ice so 
effectually as to make it last a whole 
week, thereby depriving tbe kitchen 
girl of the opportunity to talk with the 
ice man more than four times in the 
course of a month, is something new 
in this development. 


While the principle of refrigeration 


is simple enough it has taken a good 
deal of thought and mechanical inge- 
nuity to reduce it to the simple require- 
ments of the ordinary household. It 
is worth the price of a lecture ticket 
to hear Mr. Chamness explain the man- 
ner of constructing the thoroughly san- 
itary convenient refrigerator. While 
listening to his explanation it is easy 
to learn something. 


From the kitchen to my lady's 


boudoir is but a step, and it is interest- 
ing to note the exhibit of furniture, 
draperies and other accessories to a 
comfortable night's rest. 
We are 


familiar with old-fashioned pictures 
representing a four-post colonial bed- 
stead with canopy top and curtains, 
but it is very seldom we see one built 
of glass and silver, however, such as 
the elaborate display in this line in a 
booth nearby. This particular piece 
of furniture is elaborate in design and 
decoration and bespangled with hang- 
ings of both glass and silk. It is sur- 
mounted at each corner with a glass 
globe upon which is perched silver 
eagles; silver rods from each corner 
support a central glass globe one foot 
in diameter, which is intended to in- 
close an electric light bulb with a but- 
ton attachment within easy reach of 
the sleeper. 


Other articles of furniture in this 


booth are in keeping in elegance, leav- 
ing nothing to be desired—nothing 
except the money sufficient to purchase 
and suitable quarters to instal this 
elegant outfit. 


In this great building we find more 


variety than in any other section of 
the exposition. Near the west middle 
entrance is a booth entirely of alumi- 
num, 
in which an aluminum roof is 


supported by aluminum columns that 
enclose more articles made out of 
aluminum than the average visitor 
will expect to find. People who con- 
sider themselves somewhat familiar 
witb developments along this line 
will be somewhat surprised at some of 
the uses to which it is put. 
Among 


other things is a coil of cable of the 
same kind that is used to convey the 
five thousand electrical horse-power 
from Niagara Falls that is used to 
move the machinery of this wonderful 
exposition. 


The element of weight has been 


eliminated to a very great extent from 
cooking utensils by this new and very 
useful material. A great many articles 
in tableware, including knives, forks, 
spoons, salt and pepper castors and 
a great many other articles still more 
pretentious, are now made in neat and 
attractive designs. 


Considerable changes have also been 


made in the larger cooking utensils.

of many millions in active life ever can 
be deserted; thousands have fled as if 
frightened by some plague and even 
on the shores of the sea have found but 
little relief, but there have been several 
things that have made the week quit* 
lively and interesting. 
Oar great 


bridge broke six of its supporting rods 
and many people were almost frighten- 
ed out of their lives for feiir that the 
eighth wonder of the world might be 
found in tbe bottom of the East river 
within the next decade, so we are ac- 
tively pushing our other bridge ahead, 
which we hope to see completed before 
many moons 
Another bridge will 


soon be started and with two tunnels 
now under consideration we are in 
hopes that the inhabitants of what is 
now known as th2 borough of Brook- 
lyn may have a more friendly and free 
communication with tbeir older broth- 
er, the borough of Manhattan, which 
formerly engrossed entirely the city of 
Now York, but now, like Aaron's rod, 
has gobbled up all the other rods of the 
Egyptian diviners from Coney Island 
to the Bronx 
What it his lost in dig- 


nity it Ins gained in power, and New 
York is still New Yark; but as to the 
occurrences of the week many of tbem 
are serious and important. A giant in 
Israel has fallen—Abraham Newkirk 
Littlejohn, the Bishop of Long Island, 
is dead. A faithful servant to tbe Mas- 
ter, a brave Christain soldier, a servant 
of Christ for over fifty years, has been 
suddenly called to his reward. He 
was no mere holiday Christian; he 
traveled in his armor day and night 
and when the call came it found him 
ready to depart. 


In ten minutes from the time he sat 


with his family in his usual apparent 
health and social intercourse he was 
called away and stood before the foot 
of the great white throne, giving an 
account of his stewardship to his Lord 
and Master, Christ Jesus. 
Abraham 


Newkirk Littlejohn was as humble a 
Christian as ever petitioned his Master 
for grace and mercy. The Bishop of 
Long Island was as truly a ruler as 
ever swayed a scepter over the king- 
dom of men. He suffered no trespass 
on his holy domain. He guarded it 
constantly as a sacred trust to be pass- 
ed on to his successor without a stain 
or a reproach. 
As he approached his 


seventieth, year his clergy felt that 
he needed an assistant to lighten the 
labors of his priestly offloe. 
He refus- 


ed any aid or any assistance and re- 
mained steadfast in power to the last. 
It was the desire of Alexander Turney 
Stewart that Garden City, which he 
founded, should be the episcopal home 
of the Long Island diocese. 
Bishop 


Littlejohn accepted it on condition that 
there should Vie no interference with 
the episcopal government. A magnifi- 
cent cathedral was erected. It was a 
matter of pride with the multi-million- 
aire that at his death his body should 
lie beneath the most beautiful mauso- 
leum on the continent of America from 
Labrador to Cape Horn. A magnifi- 
cent crypt beneath the altar contained 
the sarcophagus which was to hold the 
remains of all that was mortal of him- 
self and wife. The remains of the wife 
will doubtless repose there until the 
judgment morning. All that was mor- 
tal of the great founder of Garden City, 
if ever found, will be beneath the 
waters of Lake Champlain. 


After Mrs. Stewart's death Judge 


Hilton strove to interfere in the Gar- 
den City government. Bishop Little- 
John refused to recognize him and 
brushed him one side, giving him to 
understand that he held his commis- 
sion from the King of kings and the 
Lord of lords. The record of his long 
life is honorable to himself and the 
church he so faithfully served and he 
leaves a void long to be mourned and 
not easily filled. 


The conviction of Bissert, the ward- 


man of Captain Diamond, for taking 
bribes from keepers of houses of evil 
repute and for giving them protection 
from arrest, was hardly expected by 
the most sanguine of the prosecutors. 
The stake was a mighty one; the char- 
acter of eight thousand policemen 
would be smirched by the verdict, not 
that all were bad, but they had the 
misfortune to be found in bad compa- 
ny. Bissert was not different from the 
men of his class. Every captain has a 
wardman and every wardman knew 
his duty was not solely the arrest of 
evil-doers—there were little divvies to 
be collected from saloons, gambling 
houses and houses of evil repute. 
In 


the case on trial Bissert had received 
from a notorious woman, whose place 
was not far distant from the station, 
the sum of five hundred dollars. No 
one supposed that Bissert received it 
for himself. The greater portion of 
the sum collected was no doubt for 
some one higher in office, to whom it 
was given as soon as received. The 
wretched creature who gave the wages 
of sin for police protection swore in 
consequence of that shameful exaction 
that she had to hustle pretty lively to 
pay her rent and other debts. Bissert 
did not deny receiving tlie money and 
one of the jurors declared that that ad- 
mission secured his conviction. Here, 
then, is tbe fact established that money 
is levied by the police on criminals to 
secure their immunity from punish- 
ment. 


If one criminal can pay S500, what 


an enormous sum must have been col- 
lected in the locality know as the Ten- 
derloin.

had charge in that quarter have retired 
with fortunes, after spending every 
year three times as much as their sal- 
aries. 
The conviction brings joy to 


the heart of the reformer not unmin- 
gled with the fear that the verdict may 
find its bete noir in the court of ap- 
peals. The ways of the law are often 
inscrutable to laymen. They are blind 
and cannot see, but I have read some- 
where that the voice of the people is 
the voice of God. In this case let us 
hope so. The race is not always to the 
swift and the battle to the strong, but 
we will keep on the fight for municipal 
reform, "sink or swim, survive or per- 
ish."

EATING FISH. 


It Is not good form to ask for a sec- 


ond helping of fish. 


It is considered extremely bad form 


to use a knife In dissecting fish. 


A little modern fish knife, with an In- 


genious fovl; arrangement on one side, 
Is now made. 


A bit of lemon Is served with broiled 


and baked fish, and it Is in correct form 
to use the flngers in expressing the 
juice. 


Potatoes are considered a proper ac- 


cessory to the fish course. 


Sliced encumbers, with plain French 


dressing, are also served. 


With a boiled fish the potatoes are 


also usually boiled, cut into bits or 
scooped out and garnished with a little 
melted butter and chopped parsley. 


Never use the fingers to separate the 


bones from the eatable portion of fish. 
The bones must be evaded with sucb 
dexterity as one can command without 
other aid than such as a bit of bread 
held in the left band may furnish.

Don't imagine that a dozen always 


means 12 things. In tbe Staffordshire 
potteries and in the eaitheuware trade 
a dozen to this day represents that 
number of any -special article which 
can be offered at any fixed price. 


For instance, the pitchers, which arc 


called jugs in the trade, aie sold as 2, 
3, 4, G, 0. 12, IS. 2-1. 30 and 3U pieces to 
each dozen, the price for a dozen being 
constant. 


The ordinary pitcher holding a quart 


represents 12 to the dozen, -nhile a pint 
pitcher is 24 to the do/en and is so call- 
ed when dealing with that size. 


Few of the articles of the trade are 


sold in dozens of 12, plates being al- 
most the only ones and some of them 
being sold 00, 70 and even SO to the 
dozen. 


Besides these curiosities in figures 


the potters have peculiar names, such 
as cockspurt. twillers, etc., that make 
up a trade language of itself. 


The baker's dozen o£ 13 is a recog- 


nized figuie in their trade. 


A publisher's dozen is usually 13 


copies.

Work, of the Earthvtorm.

WASHDAY WISDOM. 


Slavery Protected tlie Negrro. 


If the negro had been forced to com- 


pete for existence In America, lie would 
have been crushed out by the civilized 
power, as the Indian has been, says 
Albert Phelps in The Atlantic, but tbe 
peculiar institution of slavery protect- 
ed him not only from this competition, 
but also, by artificial means, from those 
great forces of nature which inevitably 
weed out the weaker organisms and 
•which operate most unrestrainedly up- 
on the ignorant savage. For tbe first 
time, perhaps, In the history of the 
world human beings had been bred and 
regulated like valuable stock, with as 
much care as is put upon tbe best 
-horses and cattle. As a natural conse- 
quence the sanitary condition of the 
negro during slavery was remarkable, 
especially by contrast with his present 
condition, and his growth was the ab- 
normal growth of a plant abnormally 
raised in a hothouse. When, therefore, 
this mass of helpless beings was 
thrown upon Its own resources by the 
act of emancipation and when the pro- 
tection of slavery had been withdrawn, 
the direst wretchedness and suffering 
followed.
